ANDAMAN CAPITAL RAIDED 


NEW DELHI, Friday.—Port Blair, 
capital of the Andaman Islands in the 
Bay of Bengal, is reported to have been 
raided by three Japanese ‘planes on 
Tuesdav, and again yesterday. Tues- 
dav’s attack was directed against the 
aerodrome. Four bombs were dropped, 
and the ground staff was machine- 
cunned. There were no military 
casualties, but two civilians were killed 
and five wounded. Yesterday, the air- 
raft droned overhead for 50 minutes 
hefore they dropped 12 bombs and 
machine-gunned various places, includ- 
ing the aerodrome. Slight damage was 
done to property, but there were no 
casualties, 

“Tt can now be disclosed,”” says a 
Rangoon communiqué, ““ that when our 
troops broke contact with the enemy 
from the Bilin positions on February 
90 after a severe three-day battle 
against superior numbers, in which we 
inflicted heavy casualties, the enemy 
was so hard hit that he could do little 
to follow us up.

ROOSEVELT 
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WASHINGTON, Friday.—President 
Roosevelt in effect has dismissed as 
German propaganda the Paris-radio 
allegation that Admiral Leahy, Ameyri- 
can Ambassador in Vichy, had de- 
manded of the French Government 
that all French Fleet movements should 
receive the prior authorisation of the 
United States. 

The Information Division of the 
State Department already had de- 
scribed the report as incorrect 

The State Department has published 
a communiqué intended to clarify am- 
biguous relations between the United 
States Government and France. The 
communiqué also records the re- 
affirmation of French neutrality as ex- 
pressed in a French Note delivered to 
Admiral Leahy, American Ambassador 
in Vichy, on Tuesday. It is stated 
that ‘‘ further clarification as regards 
all important questions are awaited by 
the United States Government.”’ 

The communiqué also discloses for 
the first time that on February 10 Pre- 
sident Roosevelt sent a personal 
message informing Marshal Pétain that 
the American Government ‘‘ had been 
advised that supplies have been shinee 
from metropolitan France to North 
Africa for the use of the Axis forces in 
Libya.” 

The reply of the French Government 
to this Note was a reaffirmation that 
it would not lend any military aid to 
any belligerents in any place in the 
theatre rm operations. 

The American communiqué, drafted 
after prolonged discussion in the State 
Department, is considered a final and 
public warning to the French Govern- 
ment, which, at the same time, takes 
a public stand in assuring America that 
it will not give assistance to the Axis 
“beyond the terms of the armistice 
agreements. ’’- 

After an hour’s 
Sumner Welles, Acting Secretary of 
State, M. Henry Haye, French Ambas- 
sador, said that he had asked for the 
clarification of the questions put by 
the United States to the Pétain 
Government.— (Reuter. )

PRECAUTIONARY MEASURE 


Profiting by the experience of last 
winter, when butter supplies had to be 
restricted because winter stocks 
amounted only to about 93,000 cwt.

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Edouard Daladier, former Premier 
and War Minister of France, one of 
the accused men in the Riom “' war 
guilt ” trial, opened a direct attack 
on his predecessors as Minister of 
War, including Marshal Petain, as 
sharing any . responsibility for 
France’s lack of preparation, accord- 
ing to an Associated Press message 
from Vichy last night. 

Daladier’'s charges came during 
almost four hours of solid questioning. 
He bitterly declared that he had *‘ pro- 
tected the names of his predecessors ’”’ 
in a speech he made in September, 
1939, because France was at war and 
he did not want to create differences, 
“I am now condemned by the pre- 
decessor whom I covered then,” he 
said. “I shall cover him no longer.” 


IMPORTANCE OF ARMS 


M. Daladier was asked by the Court 
President why he was opposed to keep- 
ing young people with the Colours in 
March, 1934, says Reuter, and replied: 
“The important thing then was in- 
creasing armaments and not effectives.”’ 
When he became Minister of War, he 
said, there were 29,600 officers on the 
active list. In 1939 there were 37,000 
against 27,000 in Germany. 

Against the first accusation that he 
had only once in three years been 
present at a meeting of the Supreme 
War Council, M. Daladier declared 
that he had several times demanded 
the meeting of the Council, and that, 
according to law, the presence of the 
War Minister at its sittings was only 
required when the proceedings had 
reference to the organisation of the 
Army. ‘‘I am anxious to give ex- 
planations,” he exclaimed. ‘‘1 demand 
that you question me. I want the 
whole truth.”’ 

Replying to the accusation that he 
had neglected armament production, he 
asserted: ‘‘ No one in France devoted 
as great a sum as myself to the 
national defence. It is my pride. I 
saw the peril and I had the courage to 
take measures which others dared not 
take.”

If 
our respective banks succeed in obtain- 
ing the necessary permits and put you 
in effective possession of this sum you 
can credit me with a guinea subscrip- 
tion to the Society and 8s. to the 
“ A.-C. Monthly.” .The odd shilling 
will cover the bank charge for ex- 
change.” 

“I once had occasion to send a three- 
and-ninepenny book to Eire. The postal 
authorities valued it at 30s., and taxed 
it accordingly. When I tried to explain 
I found the responsible commissioner 
either too lazy or too illiterate to inves- 
tigate the case. Also, he had no man- 
ners, and I had to give him up as 
hopeless and submit to the imposition. 
The effect was to prevent the circula- 
tion of the cheap edition of my plays in 
Eire.

FIERCE BATTLE ON SOUTHERN 
FRONT 
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f2.USSLAN cavalry, equipped with automatic weapons, have driven 
through the German defences midway between the Leningrad and the 
Central Front, and reached the Dno-Nevel section of the vital Leningrad- 
Nevel Railway, says the Press Association. 


Moscow Radio announced this new advance to within 80 miles of the 
Latvian frontier south-west of Staraya Russa, and a few hours later 
disclosed that fresh progress has been achieved by the gigantic pincer 
movement and frontal attack in the Vyazma-Smolensk zone. 


In one sector of this front a Red 
“Og regiment, advancing 75 miles in 
the last, ten days, had recaptured 40 
inhabited localities and annihilated 
over 4,000 German officers and men. 
Their booty included 38 tanks, 20 guns 
and nearly GO,000 shells. Around 
Staraya Russa the Germans are making 
desperate attempts to save some of 
their troops. General Kurochkin is 
hammering still harder the trapped 
16th Army, while the German 18th 
Mechanised Division—sent south after 
the Tikhvin defeat—and other units of 
the High Command are trying to move 
to its relief, and have been engaged 
and held by Soviet troops. 

A Stockholm despatch says that the 
town itself has changed hands several 
times, while in recent fighting the Red 
Army troops have captured 14 more 
inhabited places. Official Moscow re- 
ports record new gains on the Lenin- 
grad front, and in the Kalinin area, 
where Rzhev is threatened with a 
steadily growing pressure, virtually 
surrounding it, and, says a Red Star 
Correspondent, one German infantry 
regiment and two battalions have been 
completely routed. In the Donetz basin 
three regiments of General Schwedler’s 
army group are said to have been 
routed by a pincer movement, which 


Soviet troops snapped tightly together. 


from east and west, nipping off a 
salient which was stubbornly ‘held by 
the 76th German Infant Division 
and delayed the Russian advance. 

As part of the Soviet High Com- 
mand’s plan of doing everything to 
impede the German retreat, Russian 
troops are striking all along the front 
to cut the rearguards’ links with the 
main forces.

There has been no break-out, 
however, by any of the encircled units, 
and Colonel V. Derman says in Red 
Star that the position of the 16th Ger- 
man Army has become still worse. The

‘The Coming Clash 


Winter conditions continue to 
hamper military operations in 
Russia, and at least another six 
weeks must pass before campaigning 
can be resumed on a grand scale. In 
the meantime the Russians seem to 


the beginning of the winter months. 
The Soviet High Command is exert- 
ing pressure along the entire front 
from the Baltic to the Black Sea, 
and, although progress necessarily 


keep the Germans constantly on the 
qui vive. The Russian generals are 
pursuing a clever policy. Operating 
on interior lines of communication, 
they have been able during the last 
few months to switch their offensive 
about from point to point, following 
the example of Ludendorff during 
the last war, in such a way as to 
keep their opponents guessing all 
the time. Their most recent suc- 


cesses are reported from the 


i northern sector of the front, about 


midway between Leningrad and the 
central sector. Here, at one point, 
the Russians claim to have 
advanced to within eighty miles of 
the Latvian border. Their immediate 
object, of course, is to relieve the 
German pressure on Leningrad, 
which, in spite of everything, 
remains a thorn in the flesh of the 
Soviet’s High Command; and it is 
quite possible that before the thaws 
set in a determined attempt will be 
made to raise the siege, The 
Russians are hammering away 
steadily in the regions of Vyazma 
and Smolensk. They claim to have 
annihilated a number of German 
units within the last few days, and 
the German reports, while they 
admit no reverses, speak of con- 
tinuous and obstinate fighting. 
Farther south, in the Donetz area. 
heavy fighting also is in progress. 
General Schwedler’s army group is 
being attacked fiercely by the 
Russians, who have brought up 
fresh reserves. Casualties on both 
sides are said. to be heavy; and 
there is no doubt that the Germans, 
as well as the Russians, realise to 
the full the ultimate importance of 
these operations. There is little, if 
anything, to choose between the 
fighting qualities of the two 
opposing armies. 'Ehe Germans have 
the advantage of a superior organisa- 
tion ; but, as Dr. Goebbels admitted 
some little time ago, the Russians, 
at the moment, have larger numbers, 
more material, and at least equality 
in the air. 

In these circumstances, the 
problem of the forthcoming spring 
offensive becomes more and more 
dificult—for both High Commands. 
When the war against Russia began 
there was a widespread belief that 
the Gérmans would have an inestim- 
able advantage in the quality of 
their military leadership, which 
already had proved its superiority 
over all its other opponents. It was 
felt that the various “ purges,’ 
which had got rid of generals such 
as Tuchachevsky and many others, 
must have weakened the Russian 
High Command, and, above all, that 
the system whereby political Com- 
missars were empowered to interfere 
in purely military matters would 
interfere seriously, if not decisively, 
with the Russian war effort. In the 
event, these prognostications were 
proved to be wholly wrong. In 
Marshal Timoshenko the Russian 
Army has thrown up a military 
leader who has little, if anything, 
to learn from any of the orthodox 
Staff Colleges, It is true that 
Marshal Budenny was a failure 
when he was required to handle huge 
bodies of men; but, on the whole, 
the Russian generals, nearly all of 
whom, like Napoleon’s marshals, are 
young men, have shown already that 
they are at least adequate to the 
tasks that have been imposed on 
them. At the moment the Russians 
seem to be doing everything in their 
power to keep the Germans on the 
move so that they will not be able 
to gain a breathing-space during 
which to reorganise their forces for 
the coming offensive. To what 
extent this policy will be effective 
remains to be seen. Much will 
depend on the quantity of war 
material that will be at Russia’s 
disposal after the thaws. Evidently, 
the Germans realise the importance 
to their opponents of supplies— 
especially of tanks and aircraft— 
from Great Britain and the United 
States ; and naval opinion is almost 
unanimous in its belief that the 
removal of the Gnéisenau and 
Scharnhorst from Brest to a German 
base was intended primarily to 
strike at Russia’s economic “ life- 
line’’ from America and England to 
Archangel. Be that as it may, the 
coming’ struggle, which may decide 
the fate of the war, will be of titanic 
proportions. Monsieur Litvinoff, the 
Russian Ambassador in Washington, 


establishment of a second front on 
the continent of Europe in order to 
compel the Germans to divide their 
forces; but he hag undertaken that 
the Russians will fight to the last 
man in any case. The whole 
situation is complicated seriously by 
the presence of Japan among the 
belligerents ; but we are convinced, 
as we always have been convinced, 
‘that the issue of the war will be 
decided not in the Far East, not 
even in the Middle East, but on a 
European battlefield. However much 
the tide of war may ebb and flow, 
the protagonists now, as twenty-five 
years ago, are the British Empire 
and the German Reich, 


Film Censorship 


The annual report of the Film 
Censor has just been issued, and from 
it we can assume that Dr. Richard 
Hayes has had a busy year. In all, 
some 1,645 films were presented for 
say, he must 


have viewed an average of about five 
films per day. Of this number, 1,276 
were passed, 304 were passed subject 
to certain deletions, and 65 were

were 31 appeals against the Censor's 
decision, and 18 of them failed. 
Nine of the films for which appeals 
were. made were passed, subject to 
cuts, and in the case of the remain- 
ing four the decision of the Censor 
was reversed. On the whole, it was 
by no means a bad year; we must 
reconcile ourselves to the fact that 


quite so satisfactory. Most of the 
films which have been shown in 
Ireland during the past year were 
filmed in neutral America; for the 
number of films at present being 
produced in Great Britain which are 
suitable for neutral consumption is 
negligible. Now that the Uited 
States have entered the war, how- 
ever, it is moré than likely that a 
similarly large proportion of the 
American films of the future will 
hinge upon the same theme, and for 
that reason they will be unsutitable 
for importation into Ireland. Such 
films, in the nature of things, must 
be censored severely or banned 
altogether ; nobody will quarrel with 
the Censor on this score. It is, how- 
ever, to be hoped that he will relax 
his standards to some degree in other 
respects ; otherwise Ireland would be 
subject to a severe “film famine,”’ 
with only re-issues between the 
audiences and “ screen starvation.” 


Make and Mend 


Tradition décrees that it is not 
‘“‘quite the thing” to wear,new 
clothes. For some strange reason 
this tradition has persisted, in spite 
of repeated efforts on the part of the 
tailors and others connected with the 
clothing business to unseat it—and 
the perfect English gentleman’ does 
not consider himself correctly 
dressed until his suit has become a 
trifle creased and his shoes slightly 
dulled. Now the times have changed, 
and the tailors would be among the 
first to uphold this tradition ; for if 
everybody thought along such lines 
it would result in a great saving of 
material. Accordingly, women’s 
organisations all over Great Britain 
have been asked by the Government 
to co-operate in a ‘‘make and 
mend ” campaign to teach the people 
how to conserve and valet their own 
clothes. Miss D. Niven Gerds, 
speaking on the subject, said that 
it would soon be “ very bad form '' 
to appear in anything new. We fear, 
however, in spite of Miss Gerds’s 
assurance, and in spite of the time- 
honoured tradition to the same 
effect, the plain people—and par- 
ticularly the female part of the 
population—of Great Britain still 
will take a delight in buying new 
clothes. The only method to ensure 
the popularity of well-worn clothing 
would be to commission a number 
of films in which the  screen’s 
glamour girls would appear, with 
their male counterparts, in down-at- 
heel shoes, laddered stockings, and 
out-at-elbow suits; for experience 
has shown that the great majority 
of people in the world to-day will 
follow the example blindly of the 
film-stars into whatever sartorial 
absurdity it may lead them. There 
is no reason why young women, who 
have been quite content to walk 
about town in a frilly concoction 
& la Marlene Dietrich, should feel 
ridiculous in a costume that is a few 
months out of date or a pair of 
stockings which has seen better days. 
According to the Manchester 
Guardian, a Regency wit once 
pointed out that “a hole is the 
accident of a day, and may be 
pardoned upon any gentleman, but 
a darn is premeditated poverty.’’ In 
these times a darn may become the 
sign of civic spirit.

OPERATIONS IN 
THE PACIFIC - 


By Our MriTary CORRESPONDENT. 


HILE even the ablest general- 
W ship may not be able to ensure 

that a war will be won—witness, 
in the present war, Mannerheim and 
Papagos—thoroughly incompetent gene- 
ralship can easily result in a war being 
lost. Hitherto it was not easy for an 
outside observer to dogmatise as to 
what was the best course for the Allies 
to adopt, at a 4 one of several succes- 
sive stages in the operations. However, 
in Mr. Churchill’s most recent review 
we have ample facts to enable us to 
form an objective opinion. 

According to the British Premier: 

‘Singapore was a naval base, rather 
than a fortress.’ The situation of 
Singapore was vastly different from 
that of a base on the home 
territory of Britain. Singapore, 
quite definitely, had to possess a 
measure of independence that a home 
base need not have. In other words, 
some important degree of land-side pro- 
tection was a sine gua non, Even 
granting that nobody at present in 
authority was responsible for the 
failure to ‘prepare this, there was a 
precious interval of a year and a half 
between ‘the Japanese occupation of 
Indo-China and their attack on Singa- 
pore. That interval was quite sufficient 
to permit of organising an extemporised 
position—a sort of strategic bridgehead 
on the Johore mainland. What Mr. 
Churchill meant by “the various de- 
fence lines which had been constructed 
in Johore” is not easily understood. 
The existence of any such defence lines 
was not evident from the contemporary 
accounts of the fighting. Indeed, there 
seem to have been serious gaps In even 
the seaward face of the defences. 

One read at the time, with some sur- 
rr that Pulo Ubin island was not 
ortified; nor even permanently occu- 
pied. 


SINGAPORE LOSSES 


Mr. Churchill accurately described 
the Singapore losses as ‘‘the troops 
and the equipment of a whole army.” 
The Japanese claim of 73,000 prisoners 
is not disputed, and it would not be 
unreasonable to put at 27,000 the 
casualties of ail kinds incurred in the 
scrambling combats all down along the 
ee R peninsula—i.e,, a total of 
100,000. By units the forces lost eon- 
sisted of 1 Australian, 1 British, 2 
Indian divisions, 2 Malay brigades, and 
the fortress troops—say, the numerical 
equivalent of 6-7 divisions. How many 
Japanese divisions were attacking we 
do not know. 

It now seems that the chance of a 
full-sized victory in Africa was lost. 

To quote Mr. Churchill :—‘t From the 
moment that Japan attacked we set 
in motion naval forces, aircraft, ee 
and equipment on a scale limited on 
to the scale of available shipping.’ 
Elsewhere we are told that thes pping 
was enough to constitute nine convoys. 
Jt is difficult to escape the impression 
that something very like panic became 
Operative at the prospect of losing 
Singapore.

MALTA DEFENCES 


Alluding ta the rushing-out to 
Singapore of war material, Mr. 
Churchill said specifically: ‘‘ This was 
specially true with regard to modern 
aircraft.”” One is inclined to query 
whether we are not now witnessing the 
effects of this in Malta, which is now 
being raided as never before, Not 
only so, but comparatively few of the 
assailants are now being shot down. 
Is it that there are now fewer defend- 
ing fighters in Malta, or that the 
Axis ‘eke have much-reinforced 
fighter cover,,or both? It is true that 
some of the aircraft that was too late 
for Singapore has done its best to 
make amends at Rangoon. That, how- 
ever, will be small consolation should 
Malta succumb to the Luftwaffe— 
which is by no means an impossibility. 

What, then, are we to conclude about 
this latest example of major British 
strategy’ At the end of November a 
sound plan of a far-reaching character 
had been got ready—and the megns of 
execution had been placed in position. 
Then comes a clamourous alarm from 
the other side of the world, and the 
labour of months is brought to 
nullity. This would have been, 
perhaps, pardonable had a real 
rospect of holding Singapore existed ; 
ut it is difficult to see how this could 
have reasonably been expected by any- 
body with full knowledge of all the 
facts. 

It is questionable whether the enor- 
mity of the fault will be generally 
recognised. It is, for example, very 
surprising to find such an opinion 
reputably held as that the Axis Powers 
hold the advantage of “interior lines.’’ 
Surely, Russia and India divide the 
European Axis forces from Japan in 
one direction, as do Canada and the 
United States on the other. It is not 
the possession of interior lines, but the 
vigorous and skilful manipulation of 
exterior ones, that renders the Axis at 
the present moment so formidable to 
their enemies.

_ There are glimpses of Mediterranean 
islands with their ancient associations, 
of Delphi, of Lycabettus. Mr. Binyon, 
who is now the doyen of English poets, 
might in some ways be described as the 
last Parnassian,. 

O Paro, O Grecia, antichita serena, 

Datemi i marmi e i carmi, 
Incidentally, Mr. Binyon is an 
authority on Oriental art, and there is 
no better survey of that vast subject 
than his brief imaginative essay, 
The Flight of the Dragon. His poetic 
memories, in this book, of visits to 
the Far East have now a rather rueful 
interest. Afiyajima is an idyll of a 
lovely islet in Japan’s Inland Sea. 
Neither birth nor death is permitted 
to take place on its sacred soil. In 
Koya San the poet tells how he 
climbed the holy mountain near Osaka 
at darkfall. On the slope are many 
temples, and at the top is the grave 
of the Buddhist saint Kobo, before 
whose shrine a light perpetually burns. 
He found there the touch of infinite 
companionship: ‘ 


Found at the world’s end the same 
pilgrim soul, 

And the old sorrow, no flight can 
outstrip. 

The East predominates in Mr. John 
Masefield’s new book, as the title in- 
dicates, but here the contact is literary 
rather than artistic or personal. That 
mild literary tradition began in mid- 
Victorian times with Sir Edwin 
Arnold’s Light of Asia, and it is curious 
to find Mr. Masefield returning to it. 
Theosophy in the ’eighties deepened 
the form with the element of personal 
experience. But has anything been 
more vivid than those earlier Indian 
love poems of Yeats, written in his 
‘teens and glowing with soft luminous 
colour ? 


Vision of Plenty 


In contrast, there is a long poem, 
Shopping in Oxford, written to some 
extent in the eighteenth century style, 
and slightly reminiscent of the epi- 
curean manner ‘of Matthew Green. As 
a result its humour is rather factitious. 
No doubt, this vision of plenty in 
shop-window and coffer is an imagina- 
tive reaction from rationing. Here and 
there in the shorter poems an imagina- 
tive phrase still flashes out in the old 
manner. The surplice white, for 
instance, of the early sloe in blossom, 
“while the thorn’s a priest.” 

The extravagance of transferred 
—— and swung rhythm’ which 
shocked so many readers of Miss Edith 
Sitwell’s earlier poems has been 
gradually transformed in her later 
work, The title of her new books is, 
perhaps, erratic, for there are no 
popular tunes here; the eolian harp 
replaces the barrel organ. The themes, 
indeed, are those of common humanity, 
but though the themes are felt deeply, 
they are hidden from us in a kind cf 
luminosity of words. Edith and 
Sacheverell Sitwell are, perhaps, the 
only English poets at the present 
moment who still use words as a com- 
poser uses notes, or as a painter uses 
colour, and their work recalls the later 
evasive phase of pre-Raphaeliteism. 
In these poems a drowsier world of 
music and tone is always round the 
street corner. The swans are 

These angels come to watch their 

whiter ghosts 

In the air-pale water. 

Blake-like, lovers walk in the holy 
fields beneath ‘‘the Abraham-bearded 
sun.” The gold-armoured ghost from 
the Roman Road still sighs over the 
wheat. But sometimes there is sharp 
concentration. 

Although they call your heart a 

stone,

I is a fascinating title for a 

novel; the god, by the way, 

is the great god Pan, and the gutter

She 
used them to make what is known as 
a “good match ” with an honest and 
clean-living young man, somewhat 
above her station.

The last part of the book is disap- 
pointing; for this thoroughly real and 
completely bad young woman becomes 
unconvincingly as good as gold in an 
unsuccessful attempt to win her hus- 
band back. Mr. Barton’s heroine is a 
great deal more human as scheming 
Delilah than as repentant Diana.

66 ERIOD PIECE” is another 
P very apt title; for Frances 
Gray's latest novel is nothing 
more or less than a study—and a short 
study at that--of a typical British new- 
rich family who take over an old 
estate, where they hold week-end 
parties and talk like characters out of 
a Frederick Lonsdale play.

EITHER of these books provides 
N very encouraging material for 

the reviewer. Both are rather 
competent journalism. Miss Leigh’s ac- 
count of a sojourn in the isles of Scot- 
land is written in a sentimental, poeti- 
cised manner, which some _ writers 
think is the due of ould ancient places 
full of fairies and piety. Considering 
the pietistic slowness of the book it 
might appear to the reader of some 
particular value. I am very much 
afraid that I found no real ‘‘ kick ” in 
it; no new revelation of Scotland, 
either ancient or modern, such as is to 
be ‘found in Louis McNiece’s I 
Crossed the Minch.”’ Like the author 
of ‘‘ Typist in China '—and the gene- 
ral run of women travellers—Miss 
Leigh discovers some hairy old truth, 
and repeats it for us in a heightened 
tone, as though she expected us to 
think it new. : 

I said that these two books were 
journalism. (‘‘ Typist in China ” makes 
no pretensions to literature.) Then 
what is the difference between litera- 
ture and journalism? Literature 1s 
written from the inside—journalism 
from the outside: the difference be- 
tween overhearing a discussion on love 
and the speech of oneself in love. I am 
not, of course, suggesting that the 
speech of lovers is anything like litera- 
ture; the analogy refers only to the 
mood. 


Stale Poivides 


Let me open Miss Leigh’s book at a 
genuine random and see what she has 
to say about anything. 

The Atlantic may sleep, but it is 
never still. From every shore and 
skerry rose a vast, continuous sigh- 
ing, as if all the strife and passion 
had died into acquiescence, into 
that acceptance of what is “ ap- 
pointed ” that seems to be the ulti- 
mate wisdom of the wild. The 
rocky field, the wind-swept Hill 
has little profit to oifer, but the 
harder its conquest, the greuter its 
demand on ovatience and labour, 
the more passionately it is loved. 
As a man in Valentia, speaking of 
his croft, said to me: ‘‘ There isn’t 
much money in it, but we have our 
health and enough to eat, and isn't 
that a great thing? ”’ 

That quotation does justice to the 
author. It is the stale. porridge re- 
warmed. And does it not give us a 
good idea of the author herself—her 
shocking sentimentality re the Valentia 
man. ‘“‘ health and enough to eat 
and isn’t that a great thing?’ 

The author of “ Typist in China ’’ is 
one of those bright little newspaper girls 
that we see on the films. She went to 
China for '' copy, but, for all her book 
has to tell us she might just as easily 
have found this China in London. In 
fact, what she found was herself among 
the usual light-headed Bills and ‘Toms 
and Charlies, with an occasional Pu 
Yan and Fu Keong thrown in for 
effect. 


Modern China 


Still, it would be easy to be less than 
just to Ida Hurst’s book. She does 
show us the superficial modern China of 
the water-fronts before the Japanese 
took over the water. Many places in 
the news now are mentioned, such as 
the Burma road, but no new light is 
thrown on them—not that we should 
expect such a light from Ida Hurst. 
There is an account of a night-club 
and all that goes with it which could 
easily have been part of a bad Holly- 
wood film. It was run by a cheap New 
York gangster wearing a Chinese mask 
—that’s how it sounds. 

As is the case with the Scotch book, 
a purely random quotation is sure to be 
revealing :— 

Bat I’m young. I want a lover 
who'll stir my pulses.’’ (Ida 
speaking.) 

“-Stir your pulses,’’ dabbled the 
fountain; ‘‘ as if my master couldn’t 
do that! I could tell you 
Ba Se 

“ No doubt. 1 bet you could.'' 

“ That, little exotic dancer írom 
Rangoon. = 

“Now, now, no tales out of 
school !’’ 

That's about the size of it. Ida 
Hurst’s book has none the less some 
merit: it is not quite as bad as the title 
suggests, and it is readable.

ROADLY speaking, these four 
magnificently produced volumes 
cover President Roosevelt's 

second term of office. The 1937 volume 
opens with his Second Inaugural 
Address, delivered on January . 
His first four years had shaken the 
United States to their foundations. 
The great series of measures which are 
lumped together under the heading of 
the New Deal had brought American 
social legislation almost up to the level 
of that prevailing in the most advanced 
countries of Europe, and in certain 
respects beyond it. The President, as 
an inevitable consequence, had become 
the most loved and the most hated man 
in his land. ' 

It was inevitable that the forces of 
reaction, basing their challenge on 
‘individualism’ and ‘‘ democracy,” 
should swing to the attack; and the 
1937 and 1 volumes of this admir- 
able series of State papers show the 
attack in progress. For anybody who 
wants a clear picture of American 
history during those two years, nothing 
can be better than the President’s own 
introduction to the volumes. Wall 
Street had harnessed the Supreme 
Court to its chariot, and one by one 
the principal measures of the New Deal 
had been declared unconstitutional. 


Conditions: of 1787 : 
<3 it oir es óil writes the President, 
‘‘the physical conditions of 1787 im 
farming, labour, manufacturing, min- 
ing, industry and finance were still to 
be yardsticks of legal power for dealing 
with the wholly different world of one 
hundred and fifty years later. Those 
of us who had been taught by the 
great exponents of the Constitution 
that it contained enduring principles of 
wisdom and justice which could be 
applied to any new set of conditions 
had apparently been listening to false 
prophets.”’ 
he Supreme Court was forced to 
surrender, but the spirit of the Con- 
servative revolt was not yet broken. 
The new Liberalism still had to face 
the danger of mutiny in the ranks of 
the President’s own party. There were 
whispers of ‘‘ dictatorship,’”’ to which 
the White House retorted with a charge 
of ‘‘ Fascism ” against the moguls of 
Wall street. he President had 
accepted his alignment with the ‘‘ small 
man” versus big business, and the 
battle was on. And in the middle of 
all the addresses to Congress, fireside 
chats, Press conferences, and speeches 
here, there and everywhere, which 
paint so detailed and lucid a picture 
of that inspiring epoch in American 
domestic politics, one comes, almost 
without noticing it, upon the first men- 
tion,of the name of Adolf Hitler.

Domestic Politics 

Domestic politics continue to form 
the larger element of the 1939 and a 
large element of the 1940 volumes, but 
already the cloud rising over Europe is 
casting its shadow upon the Americas. 
The value and interest of these two 
volumes to the European reader are 
unbounded, since here, for the first 
time, he is permitted to look upon “the 
European scene through American 
eyes. And very clear-seeing eyes they 
are, with a very clear brain behind 
them. These documents give the lie 
once and for all to the widespread 
belief that President Roosevelt’s 
whole aspiration was to bring 
his country into war on the 
side of the European democracies. 
No Irish statesman has argued with 
greater earnestness for neutrality. 
It is in the name of American neutrality 
that he pleads for the repeal of the 
arms embargo; and it is not until the 
fall of France in the summer of 1940 
that he openly takes sides, and 
“ security '’—represented not merely 
by the huge augmentation of American 
defences, but. by active assistance to 
the British—replaces “' neutrality ” as 
the keyword of his policy. ‘‘ We are 
planning our own defence with the 
utmost urgency,’’ he says in a famous 
fireside chat in the closing days of 
December, 1940, ‘‘ and in its vast scale 
we must integrate the war needs of 
Britain and the other free nations which 
are resisting aggression. . . . There 
can be no appeasement with ruthless- 
ness.’’

_It would be possible to lift a thousand 
ringing phrases from the pages of these 
four volumes—such phrases as the 
memorable: “' Democracy is not just a 
word to be shouted at political rallies 
and then put back into the dictionary 
after election day.” These display 
Franklin Roosevelt’s quality as an 
orator; yet the outstanding impression 
that one derives from either a casual 
or a detailed perusal of this huge mass 
of material is of the lucidity of his 
mind and speech. He may—doubtless 
must—employ ‘‘ ghost-writers,’’ but 
their work is wonderfully well inte- 
grated by his own personality. This 
lucidity is manifest not merely in his 
speeches, in the written introductions 
to these. volumes and in the explanatory 
notes that accompany every important 
pronouncement, but most conspicuously 
in the verbatim reports of his remark- 
able Press conferences—a form of 
publicity which must be unique. These 
conferences are bound to make the 
mouth of any Irish journalist water not 
only by the contrast that they offer to 
the chilly, formal, and frequently ill- 
expressed, ' hand-outs’’ which form 
the chief mode of contact between 
journalist and Government here, but 
also for the degree of mutual trust 
that they manifest. Rumour says 
that the conferences are seldom 
abused. When President Roosevelt 
speaks ‘‘off the record,” his trust is 
not betrayed; indeed, there is no 
indication of any such betrayal in the 
four of these volumes—although the 
President has hard things to say about 
the Press on more occasions than one.

He can go through 
them page by page—skipping, if he 
will, the MR items—or he can 
open here and there at fireside chat 
or Press conference; and one reviewer, 
at least, can guarantee that the labour 
will be pleasant.
